San Francisco, November 15th.—The 
Executive Board of the Baptist State Con­ 
vention met to-day in the Metropolitan Tem­ 
ple. The following clergymen were present: 
Rev. I)r. Taft, Kev. Dr. Kallocb, Revs. John 
Fiances, E. B. Hatch, C. A. Bateman, T. 
Rudolph, J. C. Black, E. W. Darling, J. A. 
Baker, O. J. Dennison. J. A. Meecher, H. 
Benrdley, Dr. Scott, O. C. Wheeler aud 
others. The resignation of Dr. Garth, as 
President, was accepted, and Hon. A. C. 11c- 
Cue, of Dixon, war chosen in his place. 
Rev. Dr. Taft was chosen as editor of the 
Evangel. A preamble and long series of res­ 
olutions were read and adopted, which set 
forth substantially that the Con ;ention de­ 
clared in favor of peace, fraternity and good­ 
will ; loyalty and devotion to the Baptist 
faith ; highly complimenting the Rev. D i 
Kalloch for his earnest and efficient labors 
in the cause for harmony, and declaring 
that the reports to the effect that he

San F rancisco, November 15th.—A re­ 
ception was given this evening to General 
John Eaton, United States Commissioner of 
Education, by John W. Taylor, Superintend­ 
ent of Public Schools. Tbe reception was 
bold at the corner of Van Ness avenue and 
California Etreet. About 175 persons were 
present, including the principals snd teachers 
of the public schools of tho city and persons 
interested in the cause of education.

Stockton, November 15:h.—A proposition 
is under consideration by the residents of 
Woodbridge to construct a narrow-gauge rail­ 
road from that flourishing town—a distance 
of six miles—west to Brack’d Landing, on the 
south fork of the Mokelumne river. The 
landing is at the head of a newly-constructed 
canal forty feet in width and one and a half 
miles long, and having a depth of six and a 
half feet of water—moro than sufficient to 
insure safe navigation by the heaviest river 
steamers. Toe canal connects with the south 
fork of the Mokelumne, which is broad and 
deep enough for steamers and sailing-craft of 
heavy draft. Next season the canal will he 
extended half a mile further inland to a point 
of high ground, where an extensive basin is 
to be excavated and warehouses built. Th¡3 
season 50,000 sacks cf wheat have been 
shipped from that point. Hundreds cf small 
farmers, as well as other business men, al­ 
ready find this a convenient and cheap or.tlet 
for their produce and other freight. Wood­ 
bridge has resolved to put on a new garb and 
take a new departure.

The officers are 
on the track of the others. 
The Marin County Trngedy—Yerdlcl of 
the Coroner’s Jury. 
San R afael, November 15th.—The ver- 
djct of the jury is that Mrs. Prince was 
killed jby H. Osborn with an ax, catting and 
smashing her head. Osborn committed sui­ 
cide with strychnine. 
Knrtfcqanke In San Jose. 
San Jose, November 15th.—About noon 
to-day a severe shock of earthquake was felt 
in this city. The oscillations were from 
north to south. The strangest part of the 
circumstance is that it wan raining at the 
time, our earthquakes usually occurring in 
dry weather. At the Southern Pacific depot 
the shock was sufficient to upset a pile of 
grain in sacks.

Further earthquake Stocks. 
C entrkville (Alameda county), November 
15th.—Two light earthquake shocks were felt 
here to-day. Th6 second one lasted Beveral 
seconds, hut no damage resulted from either. 
Railroad Accident—One Man Killed and 
Fire Injured. 
San Diego, November 15tb.—A construc­ 
tion train, with a party of laborers, of the 
California Southern Railroad, jumped the 
track near the summit of the Soledad grade 
this morning. The flat cars, loaded with 
ties, were upset, falling on the men, instantly 
killing one and badly crushing five more, 
two of whom can hardly recover. The acci­ 
dent was caused by the slipping of earth from 
a cut over the track. The train wa8 being 
pushed out with a locomotive in the rear. 
The line at this point rnne near the sea, and 
a deme fog prevailed. The men on the first 
car saw the obstruction just ahead aud hastily 
put on the breaks, when the two loading cars 
were capsized with the result stated. It is 
thought that had the brakes been let alone 
the train might have run into and through 
the loose earth without serious damage.

The Conrt-Marltnl at Fort Grant. 
Tccson, November 15th.—A Citizen spe­ 
cial from Fort Grant says : Captain Craigie 
was this morning excused as a member ol the 
Court-martial on accuunt of illness. Ludwig 
Beg6 was a short distance from the camp, 
and heard Hentig order the Indians that 
were riding up to him, *' Ukaahay ” (Apache 
forgo away). Heard an Indian say, “Ash- 
kay,” and then the firing commenced. Some 
discussion occurred among the iuterpreters as 
to the meaning of “Ashkay.” One said it 
meens fight; another that it means to be 
brave. But the firing commenced, according 
to the evidence, just after the word was 
shouted. John Burton, of Company D,-Sixth 
Cavalry, testified that he was going for ivo.d, 
when he met Dead Shat riding into camp in 
a hurry. About the same time he saw an­ 
other Indian named Mac Lenny stripping 
himself as if for battle, and as an Indian on 
horseback passed him, he jumped on behind 
and rode towards the camp. In five minutes 
he heard the firing. Barry O’Donnell, of 
Company D, Sixth Cavalry, saw Dead Shot 
before the fight, heard Hentig tell an Indian 
to go away, and a fewmiuutes afterward saw 
Dandy Jim drop on his knees and shoot 
Hentig. J. S. McDonald, who was Sergeant 
of the guard selected to take the medicine 
man, said the scouts were sullen and discon­ 
tented before the fight. John A. Smith, of 
troop D, saw Dead Shot fire in the direction 
of private Livingston, aud the latter fell 
dead. The object of part of the testimony 
taken this morning was to show a conspiracy 
among the Indians. The Court then ad­ 
journed until one o’clock this afternoon. 
This afternoon Sergeant Daniel O’Conael 
testified that Dead Shot came down ahead 
of the medicine man Sanchez. 
A party of 
Indians crowded the soldiers, aud as one 
ordered them away the leading Indian gave a 
yell. Dead Shot fired first, the shot killing 
Livingston, who was five yards «way. 
Dandy Jim shot Hentig. Sergeant Andrew 
Bowman testified that Dead Shot rode up 
and talked with a citizen whom he supposed 
was Hurley, the interpeter now here. Dead 
Shot and Dandy Jim kuelt and fired the 
first shots. He thinks "A skay” gave the 
yell to fight, Henry Krobisch said Dead 
Shot, Mickey and another Indian fired twice. 
Patrick McCune said tho shooting com­ 
menced os soon cs Hentig commenced to 
drive the Indians out; saw Dead Shot fire 
two shots. The Judge advocate says he can 
go through the cases this week. There are 
nine soldiers on the list.

Tlie Goyetlc Trio I. 
V irginia, November 15th. — Alexander 
Goyetie, tho Frenchman who killed Joseph 
Lafreigniere and wounded two oLher nr,eu in a 
cabin near the C. and C. shaft, last May, w.-.s 
put on trial yesterday for murder.

SUKELY NOT POSSIBLE. 
A report comes from Washington to the 
effect that the position of Assistant Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury is to be offered to 
George C. Gorham. It is impossible to 
believe that there is any truth in this 
report. 
President Arthur and Judge 
Folger must both understand the situation 
very much better than this would indicate. 
There is no conceivable reason why they 
should desire to honor Gorham with this 
or any other position. And there are 
Beveral powerful reasons why they should 
not think of such a thing. Gorham has 
the odious distinction of having been the 
most brutal, scurrilous and persistent 
defamer and traducer of President Garfield, 
in the conntry. And he carried on this 
detestable work in the columns of a news­ 
paper which was notoriously the organ and 
property of Brady, the chief of the star- 
route thieves. It was in defense of that 
ring of plunderers that he thus abused the 
late President. To put such a man in office 
therefore, would be to commit the new 
Administration doubly, and in the most 
disastrous manner imaginable. To honor 
with special and peculiar rewards a calum­ 
niator of the martyred President; to 
elevate to an office of high responsibility a 
man branded as the advocate and friend of 
the worst official malefactors of the period ; 
would assuredly be to expose President 
Arthur’s government to a kind of criticism 
Buch as few new end delicately-situated 
administrations could support. And when, 
to crown all, it is remembered that George 
Gorham stands upon the record as a base 
traitor to.the Republican party, and as the 
most hopelessly unpopular demagogue the 
party in California has ever been cursed 
with, it is simply impossible to credit 
the rumor which comes from Washington 
in this connection. George Gorham is as 
fit for a position in the Treasury of the 
United States as Hope, the burglar, would 
be, but not a whit more so. 
TARDY INTELLIGENCE. * 
Now that the prosecution of the star- 
raute cases appears to have broken down, 
a fresh batch of intelligence comes to 
hand, tending to show how vast the frauds 
have been, and how audaciuns. We are 
told bow in one case a route was raised to 
§35,000 a year—“ expedited ” is the official 
t :rm—while Dorsey pocketed about three- 
f mrths of the entire amount, and actually 
left the sub-contractor to be ruined by his 
undertaking. And this, i: is declared, is 
but oue instance out of scores that could be 
cited. But what is the use of bringing 
forward these fresh stories of plunder and 
swindling now that the attempt to convict 
the thieves has broken down at the very 
threshold of the prosecution ? It is true 
that rumors come from Washington of a 
new attempt to be made against the ring, 
but in the light of recent events it is im­ 
possible to put any confidence in this. 
MacYeagh has resigned too late for his own 
reputation, so far as can be seen. It is evi­ 
dent that he did not exert himself to secure 
the conviction of the ring robbers, not­ 
withstanding his professions of zeal. Judg­ 
ing from former casRfe of the same general 
character there is likely to be no further 
serious attack upon the star-route people, 
and a disposition to ignore the whole mat­ 
ter may shortly be looked for. 


THE QDISTtON OF GÜITEAU’3 SANITY. 
The behavior of Guiteau since his trial be­ 
gan, and the character of the speech which 
ho had written for delivery before the 
Court, have been regarded by some people 
as evidence of a deliberate purpose to 
feign insanity. We do not think thi3 is 
the right explanation of his conduct. His 
speech, extravagant a3 it is, and curiously 
streaked with glimpses of a perfectly sane 
ehrewdness, tallies remarkably with all 
he has written since he has been in prison. 
All his written statements, in fact, are of a 
piece, and therefore it is necessary either 
to believe that he has been carrying ont a 
deep-laid plan from the outset, or we must 
conclude that what he has written is genu­ 
inely indicative of the condition of his 
mind. There is, however, nothing to justify 
the hypothesis of an elaborate and con­ 
sistently developed scheme on his part. 
For it has been clear throughout that 
Guitcau is a man of lesa than average 
mental power, and it would require a 
mental power more than the average to 
carry ont such a consistent plan. But it 
does not follow from the rejection of this 
theory, either that he is insane, or that, if 
he is insane, he is also irresponsible. And 
first let us consider the possibility that he 
is sane. The main point upon which the 
theory of his insanity rests is his assertion 
that God compelled him to kill President 
Garfield. But similar notions have at va­ 
rious time3 not merely swayed the actions 
of individuals never suspected of madness, 
but have controlled tho course of nations 
and races. Thus the ancient Hebrews be­ 
lieved that they had been commanded by 
God to destroy the populations eurround- 
iDg them, and under the influence of this 
belief they carried fire and sword on all 
sides. Yet it has never been suggested 
that the children of Inrael were not per­ 
fectly sane, and to this day Christendom 
accepts the record of their wholesale 
slaughterings Tis proof positive that they 
were right in their belief. 
In the same way the history of Chris­ 
tianity abounds with instances of murders 
and cruelties perpetrated in tho sincere be­ 
lief that th3y were commanded by God. 
The extirpation of heretics, from the mas­ 
sacre of the Albigenses to the massacre of 
the Huguenots, the autos da fe of Spain, 
the atrocities of the Inquisition, the barry- 
¡Dg of the Netherlands by Alva, the fanat­ 
icism of Philip the Second, the fires of 
Smithfield, the myriad martyrdoms of 
Protestants, Catholics, Jews, Arabians, 
the fierce irruptions of the followers 
of Mohammed, the persecution of the 
Scotch Covenanters, of the American 
Quakers, each and all show how a belief 
that God has ordained the destruction of 
human life has repeatedly been made to 
justify that destruction. Nor is the record 
of individual assassinations less instructive. 
W hen Balthazar Gerard murdered the 
Prince cf Orange he acted as Guiteau did, 
under a belief that he wa3 the chosen in­ 
strument of divine vengeance. Ravaillac, 
tho assassin of Henry the Fourth of France, 
was under the same delusion. Felton, who 
stabbed the Duke of Buckingham, was a 
religious fanatic. So was the Hindoo who 
murdered the Earl of Mayo. We might 
multiply illustrations of the kind, for truly 
their name is Legion, but we have adduced 
cases enough to make it apparent that the 
assumption of a Divine commission has 
been one of the most fruitful sources of 
carnage and cruelty in the world’s history, 
and that though such an assumption may 
very well have been delusive in all these 
cases, it has never been considered as evi­ 
dence of insanity. 
It is then quite possible to hold that 
Guiteau really believes himself to have 
been appointed to his work by the Deity, 
and yet to regard him as thoroughly re­ 
sponsible. The crime he has committed is 
probably not more atrocious than was the 
burning of Servetus by Calvin, yet it has 
never been imagined that Calvin was mad. 
He indeed, being surrounded by men who 
believed the same things, was not even 
called to account, but on the contrary was 
applauded for his cruelty. 
Yet had 
Servetus been a secular Prince, and had 
Calvin assassinated him, we may be sure 
that his belief in a Divine mission would 
not have saved him from the rack, the 
wheel, and the gibbet. Assassination has 
bsen always punished with the utmost 
severity, and without regard to its al­ 
leged motives. We live in an age when 
mercy is supposed to temper justice more 
than at any former time, but we have not 
so far cut loose from the creeds of the past 
as to make it possible for a Christian peo­ 
ple to take the position that belief in a 
Divine commission is a proof of madness. 
We must refuse to take that position until 
we have repudiated Christianity, in fact, 
but it does not follow that we are obliged 
to accept every assumption of Divine com­ 
mandment. 
We may believe Guiteau to be under a 
delusion, aud yet conclude him to be 
completely accountable. We may indeed 
go much farther, and insist on his punish­ 
ability, even though he could be proved 
insane. For irresponsibility in cases of 
mental derangement can only be demon­ 
strated when the subject absolutely does 
not understand what he is doing, and has 
uo comprehension of the relations and con­ 
sequences of his acts. Now Guiteau has 
exhibited a perfect understanding of all 
he has done, and in his sedulous care fcr 
his own safety after he had shot the Presi­ 
dent he displayed a wariness seldom 
shown by the really insane. He has in 
short made it clear that he has been look­ 
ing before and after throughout this busi­ 
ness, and that is the behavior of a respon­ 
sible being. We arrive therefore at the 
conclusions, (1) that his main delusion is 
of a character which cannot be regarded 
as evidencing insanity ; (2) that even if he 
could be proved insane, his conduct shows 
him to be none the les3 accountable ; (3) 
that whether he be sane or insane he 
possesses quite enough intelligence to be 
a proper object of punishment. He may 
indeed be said to belong to the most migi 
chievjns class of murderers the world has 
ever been afllicted by, and it should al­ 
ways be in order hang such wretches when 
they seek to palliate their crimes by im­ 
pious pretenses of Divine commandment. 
GETTING TIBED CF IT. 


DEBRIS. 


A HYDRAULIC MINING CASE ON TEIAL 
IN 'THE SUPERIOR COURT. 


The Filling of the Rivers—People vs. 
Gold Ran Ditch and Mining 
Company. 


It appears that the French army in 
Africa is already heartily tired of the Tunis 
expedition, and that there is very great 
dissatisfaction both in the ranks and among 
the •fficers. The orders which the com­ 
manding Generals receive from Paris are 
often radically against their judgment, and 
they feel as much embarrassed as the Rev­ 
olutionary armies did when they were be­ 
ing ordered about by the Paris Directory. 
The Paris Government is trying to make 
political capital out of the expedition, but 
the men and officers feel that their lives 
are being sacrificed wantonly, for no useful 
purpose. The climate of Tunis is telling 
upon them severely, and what the Arabs 
could not do is being done by disease. In 
short, it is probable that nnless the W ar 
Department and the Government soon 
withdraw the expedition there will be such 
an outbreak of discontent as will scandalize 
the country. 


The case of The People vs. The Gold Run 
Ditch and Mining Company came on for 
trial in the Superior Court yesterday, before 
Judge Jackson Temple, of Sonoma county. 
The Judge was unabls to open Court until 
1:39 P. ir., the case being postponed until that 
hour by Judge Densor, at his requesL On 
the calling of the case there appeared for the 
People Attorney-General Hart, Judge A. L. 
Roades, Judge I. S. Belcher, George Cad- 
walader and W. C. Belcher. For the de­ 
fendant there appeared Samuel M. Wilson, 
Judge W. T. Wallace, A. P. Catlin, J. K. 
Byrne and A. B. Dibble. At 1:30 P. m. 
Judge Temple took tha bench. 
The Court—Are you ready in the case of 
the People vs. The Gold Run Ditch and 
Mining Company. 
Mr. Wallace bowed an affirmative. Mr. 
Hart signified his readiness. 
THE CASE. 
Mr. H art then briefly stated the case of 
the| plaintiff, as set out in the pleadings, the 
Court intimating that that would be suf­ 
ficient. Mr. H art said that the action is by 
the State against the mining company, 
which is alleged to be a corporation conduct­ 
ing the business of hydraulic mining in 
Placer 
county, 
some 
seventy 
miles 
from Sacramento, on Canyon creek ravine; 
that the defendant there owns a large tract of 
land devoted exclusively to hydraulic min­ 
ing ; that the tailings of the mine—tho 
debris—is deposited on the bank of the creek, 
which is a tributary of and flows into the 
North Fork of the American river; that lands 
in the county of Sacramento and other lands 
along the American river in an early day 
were susceptible of cultivation, subject occa­ 
sionally to overflow, but not so much se as 
now ; that the American river used to flow 
into the Sacramento directly at Sacramento ; 
that the American has two other forks, the 
Middle and South ; that along these three 
forks hydraulic mining is extensively prose­ 
cuted ; 
that the 
debris 
from such 
mines deposited in the ravines is carried 
into the North Fork, That in the mountains 
the fall of the river is heavy,'averaging in all 
its length forty feet per mile, and in some 
places being 1,000 feet per mile and in others 
being a direct cataract. That the rjyer is 
only swept clean of debris by its velocity at 
these steeper places above Folsom, but from 
there down is deposited along the river bed 
and banks. That the result has been to fill 
np the river, which, before the era of hy­ 
draulic mining, was a clear stream of good 
water tit for ordinary domestic uses, but 
since the filling up alleged, which has been 
done by the mining of defendant and that 
system, the stream has been muddied and 
the water destroyed for such purposes. 
That the river at Sacramento has filled up 
some thirty-five feet, and thus the dangers of 
iuundition have been increased and the navi­ 
gability of the Sacramento river impaired hy 
portions of the debris being carried into it. 
That the debris is also deposited on tho lands 
and produces, from some element in it, ma­ 
larial diseases, to the injury of the public 
health. That all these things constitute a 
public nuisance. That it is expected it will 
be shown that the business and acts of the 
defendant obstruct the navigation of the 
Sacramento river. That the average fill of 
that river is fifteen feet. That the debris de­ 
posits have destroyed gardens aud orchards, 
destroyed homes, covered up houses ana trees, 
and that in evidence of it, a barge which once 
lay on the bank of the stream is now thirty 
feet beneath the soil. He believed it was ad­ 
mitted that the defendant owns the mine, 
carries it on by hydraulic processes, etc., ami 
that the chief denials are as the obstruction 
oi the navigable streams. 
TREPAEING. 
Mr, Cadwalader suggested that the action 
of Judge Denson in overruling a demurrer of 
defendant, and in making certain orders as to 
a motion to strike out, be taken as the ruling 
of Judge Temple as of that date (November 
15th), as Judge Denson had filed a certificate 
of áisqualifisation. 
Mr. H art—Judge Densen did that by con­ 
sent.Tha Court—If you enter it as of to-day it 
will give more time to defendant to plead. 
Mr. Cadwalader—It had better be closed 
up right now, even if it was by consent. As 
it now stands it is in objectionable form. 
The counsel fur defense here held a con­ 
sultation, aud after the record was read the 
desired order was made, with the understand­ 
ing that while the pleadings are fixed, that 
tho exceptions of defendant are taken, and 
that the date of the bill of exceptions now 
made up may be changed. This included an 
understanding that Judge Denson had entered 
an order vacating and setting aside the 
previous orders, and that this should now be 
resubmitted, and that the present Court 
should make the same ruling that Judge Den­ 
son did. This preliminary being settled to 
the satisfaction of all, Mr. Hart called his 
FIRST WITNESS. 
Mr. H art—We call I, N. Hoag. 
I. N. Hoag was then sworn, and testified 
in response to questions propounded by At­ 
torney-General H art: 
I live in Washington, Yolo county, and have 
since about February, 1850. Came by way 
of the Isthmus. Arrived in San Francisco 
June 30, 184‘J, Came thence to Sacramento 
oa a schooner. Went to the mines on the 
American river July 3, 1810. Remained in 
the mines to November or October 1, 1849, 
Washington is the town opposite Sacramento, 
on the Sacramento river. 
There was no 
town there then, but one was being projected. 
Sacramento was then on its present site. 
When I first came here some buildings were 
ou Front street. The streets at right angles 
to it had not then been cleared np. I was 
here then but one night. When I came bark 
J street was opened up some distance, with 
cloth and wooden houses, to Third or Fourth 
streets, and K street the same. Have been 
in Washington ever since continuously. 1 
knew the condition of the Sacramento and 
American rivers ;u_1850. 
Q.—Examine this map and see if you 
recognize it ? 
A.—It is a map of Sacramento. It shows 
Sacramento as now located and as originally 
located. The lake in here then ran down to 
the river. It now has no outlet now to the 
Sacramento river. Originally the American 
emptied into the Sacramento, 53 here on the 
map indicated, at the city. Now it enters 
into it a half mile above and nearly straight. 
The current at the old mouth has been cut 
off.Mr. H a rt—This is a map of 1850. 
Witness—I think the current was changed 
and the curve cut off about ten year3 ago. It 
was when Judge Swift was one of the Trus­ 
tees. I know that, because I predicted 
it would flood us in Yolo, as it did. 
Now the American enters into the Sac­ 
ramento fully 800 feet north of the furtherest 
street of Washington. I have gone up the 
American river in 1852 ; there was a fire that 
swept Sacramento November 2d ; the next 
day it began to rain, and it rained till the 
livers were high. The American river flowed 
over back of the city, so teams could not get 
in. I then transported goads for people up 
the American to" Hoboken. It was a Hat- 
bottomed steamer carrying 25 tons. Hoboken 
was about four miles in a straight line from 
the Sacramento river front: by the river it 
was some six or eight miles—perhaps not over 
six. I examined the river but little in 
summer. 
The water in the American 
river was 
clear in 
1859. 
In 
the 
fall of 1850 I bought a scow at the old mouth 
of the American river. I saw then huw clear 
and deep the water was, right at the old 
mouth of the American river. That mouth 
was about a block and a half above the pres­ 
ent railroad bridge, just at the north end of 
the present Pioneer mills. At that time I 
and others observed the clearness of the 
water. We thought the river 30 feet deep, 
and we could see to its bottom. A few years 
liter a flmr mill was 400 or 509 feet farther 
up the river, nearly opposite where the rail­ 
road round-house is now. Steamers and ves­ 
sels from New York would land at that mill. 
That was some 800 feet dbove where the 
mouth then was—where.it entered the Sacra­ 
mento. Finally a vessel sank there. Guess 
it lays there yet. She was a large vessel. 
She went up in the fall, and sank by 
some accident in the rising of the waters. 
She went up, I think, before the 
rains fell. Think that was in 1852. Up the 
river to Hoboken, when I ran there, i{ was 
in high water, and the water was more 
muddy than earlier, but not colored as now. 
The wash was from an unbroken country. 
The banks were lined with oaks and some 
willows. The banks were bold, rampared to 
wbat are tbero now, and th£ waiter flowed 
within the banks. Wherever it flowed over 
it went through a country studded by willows 
and oaks. Some people lived on the north 
bankB of the river. At the mills named, the 
bank was bluff, and the mill stood close on 


the bank. It was a steam flouring-mill. 
Wheu I first went to the miues I crossed the 
American river at the Norris ranch. The 
Sacramento below the American was clear, 
as clear as the American ; both were clear, 
there was not any difference. Iu the fall of 
1850 I changed my ferry-landing from I street 
to J and a point opposite. In digging down 
to make a landing on the Yolo side, we found 
the water twenty feet deep at low water, and 
from the low-water mark to the top of the 
bank it was twenty feet. I ran the ferry 
there until about 1853-4, until the bridge was 
started. The ferry wa3 run after that. 
Mr. Catlin—The bridge charter was made 
in 1857. 
Witness—In 1857? I sold out my interest. 
It was rtui after that. I noticed uo change 
in the water while I ran the ferry. I sold 
out my interest in the summer of 1853, I 
think. My interest iu the ferry I parted 
with, I think, in 1853-4, certainly Dot later 
than that, but some of my family held an 
interest io the ferry up to the time tho bridge 
was chartered. I went on the ferry often, 
however. Since then I’ve crossed the river 
nearly every day. I’ve noticed fhe water 
change and grow more muddy in both rivers ; 
the American the most. The change in it 
has been gradual, but more rapidly during 
the last fivo or bíx years—from six to eight 
years. It has changed to a reddish-muddy, 
or yellowish-muddy, color from clear. In 
the Sacramento river the water is always 
clearer on the Yolo than on the Sacramento 
side—both places being below the month 
of the American. .The waters of the 
American and Sacramento do not mix 
at once, and the American river water 
flows mostly on the Sacramento ride, 
and the line of separation con often be seen, 
especially at the draw in the railroad bridge. 
The further the waters go the more they 
mix. Don’t know how far we have to go to 
see a complete mixture. In winter the 
American river water is more red, and that 
of the Sacrameuto is darker, bluer-more the 
natural color of water. We all knew the 
Washington people have clearer water than 
the Sacramento people. There is more mud 
in the American river water than in the Sac­ 
ramento river water. After the curve of the 
American was cut off the waters of the two 
rivers mixed more. Now the mouth of the 
American river is almost 
at rlght- 
ar.gles to the Sacramento. When the 
American is higb, compared to the 
Sacramento, it pushes its muddy water 
further over. But when the Sacramento is 
higher, it pushes the American water further 
down stream before mixing. The water in 
tho Sacramento river, above the American, 
is much clearer, evea than in the Sacra­ 
mento, on the Yolo side. In high water, the 
American river overflows into the Sacra­ 
mento river some three miles above its own 
mouth. It muddies the Sacramento then, 
all that way up, but above it the Sacramento 
is clearer. When the water all comes out of 
the natural mouth of the American, then the 
distinguishing line is very clearly marked. 
While I have been hero the old American 
river mouth has been filled completely up 
with sand. From the old mouth up to the 
present current, it is all filled with sediment, 
all done by the wash of the water, and this, 
although much has been hauled out to fill up 
the city. The old curve is filled nearly as 
high as the adjoining land. The fill is yellow 
sediment. We call it elickens. In fixing 
dates, I am always deficient; as to circum­ 
stances my memory is good. The cutting, to 
change the course of the American river, was 
made during the administration of Judge Swift 
as a City Trustee. 
Since the chaDge, the old 
curve has all been filled in. I think, from the 
old curve, where the change of current began, 
to the present mouth, the distance is 
jess than a mile, but I never measured 
it. That would make the old channel longer 
than the new channel, as it was in fact. The 
filling I refer to is in the old bed, from the 
beginning of the cut to the old mouth. The 
fill is 6ediaient. The original soil of the 
banks of both rivers was black ; clay and 
rich loam ; a species of adobe. Now, the 
fill is a light slimy muck. When wet it 
is slippery ; when dry it cracks as deep down 
as you can see, apparently eight or ten feet 
deep, and six inches wide. AH adobe soils 
crack from wet to dry seasons, bat not so 
large cracks. The sediment cracks are pe­ 
culiar to it alone. In and along the bed of 
the rivers I have seen them gradually fill np. 
I first noticed the filling some six to ten years 
ago. The filling up is by this sediment, and 
some sand, the predominating Boil being a 
slimy sediment. Where I fixed a depth of 
tho American river at thirty feet, at low 
water iu the Sacramento now there is four or 
fivo feet of this sediment above water. The 
American river is filling up with sediment as 
far as I can see looking up from the Sacra­ 
mento river, na I paES up and down it to my 
ranch. It Í3 filled up very nearly even with 
its banks. This sediment covers the s< il 
between the two rivers to considerable 
depth, raising it soma feet, but I can’t 
fix it. 
I ’ve seen the sand-bars, but 
don’t knew their depth. 
Below the 
new mouth cf the American the Sacra­ 
mento river was originally as deep as between 
the Sacramento aud Wa&hiogton shores. 
Ships used to come up that river. They 
carne from ’49 to ’52-3. Large vessels were 
in those days moored at Sacramente—barks 
and large sea-goiog vessels. Can’t fix the 
date when they ceased coming. Where the 
Sacramento ou the \ rolo side was 20 feet deep, 
with 20-foot banks, it was a little less in 
depth just opposite uu the Sacramento side. 
There was but very little difference ia the 
depth ail the way across where 1 ran my 
ferry. Tho turn of the current made it 
deeper on the Yolo side. Tha river is not so 
straight between Washington and Sacra­ 
mento as it was in the early years. A spit of 
sand has put out, aud the hank protrudes into 
the river in fact on the Yolo side at low- 
water. Opposite the foot of J street, on the 
Yolo side, tho river-bed has filled up fully 35 
feet. No bluff bank is to be found there 
now, at all. Where the current changes to 
the other side, a like filliDg is found opposite 
it, and so od, down the stream. Now, the 
American coming in and hitting the Yolo 
side, bounds back to the Sacramento side, 
and so the chanuel is there. From the orig­ 
inal bank the spit of sand on the Yolo side 
refered to Í3 about 100 feet wide, along the 
Yolo Rhore. Think the river is about 1,000 
feet wide. From the top of the spit of sedi­ 
ment to the top of the bank, where the levees 
are, is now but four or five feet, but we can 
hardly now fix a point where the original 
banks were. Iu building levees, we have ob­ 
literated them. The Sacramento has also 
filled up up to the Feather. Above Fremont 
the water is clear. Recently I’ve been down 
the Sacramento river same twelve miles. 
The 
chaDges are the same as here; 
filled up very 
much. 
The 
vetsels 
I saw come 
up 
in 1851 couldu’t 
come here now ; beats have to be built very 
shallow to get up here now. Tho filling up 
of the rivers, I have noticed, has increased 
the depth of the waters in inundations. We 
had no levees in Washington in 1851, 2 and 3. 
Now we have levees eight or nine feet above 
the original soil, and last winter the water 
ran over the levees nearly all the way, clear 
up to Fremont. So it did two years, ago run 
over levee3 seven or eight feet above the 
natural soil. Levees were first built at Wash­ 
ington and along both sides of the river, as a 
general system, under the Swamp Land Act. 
Mr. Hart—Ia 1868. 
Witness—Yes. We had small levees before 
that, one to tw'o feet perhaps, none more 
thau three feet. Neighbors built them. In 
the winter of 1851-2, in as heavy a fl rod as 
we have ever had, the river flowed through 
Washington; but in ordinary seasons the 
river carried all its waters. Etch year we 
increased our levee3. Since the beds began to 
fill the system of leveeing has been made a 
business ; before that they were thrown up 
with a shovel; now as a rule we build a wall 
with 60 feet of base. In ordinary high water 
now the natural banks, as seen iu 
1850-1, 
would not hold the river. 
With but 
a 
small rise the water 
now goes above the 
natural banks. 
Last winter, when the water in’tke Sacra­ 
mento went up nearly to the top of tha levee, 
on the Yolo side, breaks occurred, and the 
waters fell as the water ran over into the 
tuies. But before the breaks last winter, the 
water was from six to seven feet, or eight 
feet, above the natural banks of the stream. 
As between the high water of 1852 and of 
1880, I think there was between four and five 
feet difference while the water was between 
the banks, or between the levees. Now, at 
ordinary high-water mark, the water is from 
four to six feet higher than ordinary high 
water ia 1850. Taking the average ia the 
winter season, the banks held the river—in 
average seasons, from 1850 to I860—and the 
water did not overflow the batiks ; or, if so, 
it was of brief duration. Now, with levees 
nine feet high, in _ extreme high water' 
we cannot keep the river between the levees. 
In the overflow of 1850 there was hardly any 
perceptible e ffect on the lands; it left them 
comparatively clean. Now tho overflows 
cover the land with sediment. If there is a 
current, little sediment deposits, but ia 
eddies or checks to the current, there it drops. 
A break occurs in a levee, and the sediment 
flows into the tules; now, on either side of 
the current flowing, it fills up. Thus ridges 
of deposit are formed, and along the Yolo 
side, between the Walbeck and English 
breaks, it is from six to ten feet deep on the 
ridges. There is a deposit between the 
ridge and the levee that is not so bad, 
but the sand deposits are death to all 
true agriculture. The ridge referred is 
of different widths, as formed by the 
breaks. 
It is about two miles long. 
Further south is another ridge, below Wash­ 
ington, that extends to Washington lake, 
some two and a half miles back. Still an­ 
other formed at the McFee’ny place. At these 
places the original soil is washed ont, and a 
slough created. Well, that kind of thing is 
to be seen aU the way, wherever there is a 
break, from Fremont down to Steamboat 
slongh. Back of Hoagland’s place and the 
town of Washington, the ridge of sand is 
say half a mile wide, and running down a 


mile. Hoagland’s is right opposite the pres­ 
ent month of 
the 
American river. 
Parts 
of 
the 
lands 
thus 
covered 
were, in 1850, 
covered 
with tule?, 
and part was cuitivatable laud. They began 
to Eettle and cultivate from 1850 to 1852. 
From the American river, down as far as the 
sediment goes, there are, in twenty miles, 
from fifteen to twenty farms very materially 
injured by the sediment deposits, and some 
of them ruined. They were originally culti­ 
vated, and some of them are cultivated now 
in p art; some are utterly abandoned. One 
of the Hoaglaud places is abandoned. Reed’s 
orchard is filled from two to six feet deep 
with sand: some parts of the farm are still 
good, but it is materially damaged. Hoag- 
Iand’s was cultivated continuously up 
to three years ago, 
but 
for ten 
years 
it 
has 
eteadily 
decreased 
in 
ia value, till he has abandoned it. The 
ceasing of cultivation has been grad­ 
ual—since the failure of the general sys­ 
tem of leveeing, say since 1860—the de­ 
crease of value and cultivation has gone oa. 
The cuitivatable width alocg the river was 
frcm one-half to one mile ; it grew large oak 
timber. In ordinary seasons it was not so 
subject to overflow but that it was valuable 
for crops. The land originally was very val­ 
uable. The lands are now covered, some 
six inches, some three feet, some four feet, 
some six feet. The rising of the water in the 
ground is now such that we can’t cultivate 
the lands early enough to get paying crops, 
and the water rises in the ground because it 
is so high in the river, and that is because the 
beds of the rivers have risen. Washington 
his from 800 to 1,000 people in it. It ia laid 
out in streets. There ia very little industry 
carried on there. People living there depend 
mostly on work obtained in Sacramento. The 
town has homes, places of business, etc. 
The water flows into the town from a break 
above it and ju3t opposite the American 
river. It flows across the town and fills it 
up full. List year it covered every foot of 
original soil in tha town. The overflows have 
ruined the town. Real estate values are 
merely nominal. No one lives there but 
would be glad to get out of it. We stay 
there became our homes are there. In 1S50, 
aud on the Washington bank, we considered 
it to be one or two feet higher than ou the Sac­ 
rameuto side. We believed we were above 
Sacramento. Our levees protect us now, only 
from a current directly across onr lands. 
Last year the upper part of the town was 
swept’ of several houses. The deposits in 
Washington, by reason of overflow, are 
mainly of sand. Where the current was 
checked by fences, it filled in some three feet. 
Last winter five or six houses were washed 
away, others tipped over, others turned 
around aud broken, etc. The deposits de- 
perded|on the eddies. The general effect has 
been to kill tho upper half of the town. Iu 
1853 the wa’.er came over the Sacramento bank 
into Washington, but it came with little force, 
aud as we had no levees, it only spread over 
the place ; now when it comes it runs six feet 
deep. The winter of 1852 was like that of 
1880 as to rainfall. Half to three-quarters 
of a mile back of Washington you pass 
through a heavy growth of willows. Origi­ 
nally it was a growth of tules. Beyond 
that strip there id agricultural land. The 
arm of tule once there is all filled up, and 
willows and cot! oawood grow there. In 1868 
a break occurred in the ievee opposite Hoag- 
land’s, turned his house around and treed him 
for the night. ' No part of the Iloagland 
place will now pay to cultivate from season 
to seasoD. 
The prevailing debris on 
it is washed 
white sand; there is 
some yellow sediment. 
The sand fell 
first, as his place is so near the break. 
Most of the surface soil has been washed off 
so deep ou the part not covered that it is not 
worth cultivating. The part covered by 
sediment aud sand is from three to four feet 
deep with it. The breaks at Hoagland’s have 
been nearly opposite the new mouth of the 
American river. The break now open be­ 
gins about 400 feet above the railroad bridge 
and is open up to a point half-way opposite 
the mcuth of the American river. The bedi- 
ment lu Hoagland’s place came from the 
American river. The water of that river 
comes loaded 
with 
sediment. When 
it sweeps over we see it deposit sediment. We 
saw the American river sweep right? over the 
Sacramento river and on to Hoagland’s land, 
and know it deposited the sediment there. 
There are public roads on the Y"olo tide. One 
leads from the railroad bridge west, toward 
Woodbind; another leads down the river. 
They have been used since I860 as public 
roads by the traveling public. These over­ 
flows for eight or ten years have interrupted 
travel on these roads, by washouts anil by 
overflow of tha roadway. For the last 
five years 
we 
have 
had 
but one 
winter in which we could travel the road 
from the bridge leading up for the whole 
time ; it was so we could not pass for four 
miles from the water overflow until away 
into July, because of the water over the road 
in places, aud because of washouts ia places. 
We built a bridge at the English break, on 
the road, but last winter, and from February 
to May, we could not get to it at all by the 
road, because of interception by reason 
of breaks, the road beiug destroyed in 
every case for winter travel, and also 
for summer travel until repaired. Now, 
with water at sixteen feet abovo original 
low-water mark, our roads are intercepted 
by water flowing in from the river. 
But formerly the water had to overflow the 
natural banks, and between the original and 
present low-water mark there is from five to 
six feet of difference. There is another pub­ 
lic road across the tules to Davisville, but it 
is seldom used in winter, anyhow, as it crosses 
the deep tule. Ten years ago, on the Yolo 
side, there were several fine orchards, then 
cared for. There Í3 not now an orchard bear­ 
ing any stone fruit from Fremont to Steam­ 
boat Slough, because the water rises so early 
in the ground that it kills the roots. I have 
been interested in agriculture since 1863. In 
that year I became Secretary of the State 
Agricultural Society, and was such for eight 
yeare, and looked deeply into agricultural 
subjects. Since 1873 I have been a term 
Secretary of the State Agricultural So­ 
ciety, and continuously agricultural edi­ 
tor "of the Sacram ento R ecord-Union. 
For ten years I have been a practical 
farmer. From 1850 to 1853-4, deep water 
ships or vessels came up the Sacramento 
river to Sacramento. They ceased to come, 
not by the filling of the river, but because 
steamboats were sent, and built here, and the 
necessity for large vessels ceased. The filling 
of the river has been growing worse and 
worse for six or eight years, and up to that 
time, I think, large ships could have come up 
here. I fiad I was mistaken in comparing 
the seaeon of 1852-53, and that of 18S0-S1, 
as to waterfall. There were tea inches more 
in 1852-53. In 1850-51-52-53 the tide would 
float any steam-ferryboat up stream with 
quite a force, if we did not point the boat to 
it. The tide then rose here twenty to twenty- 
four inches ; now there is scarcely any per 
csptible tide, none to check the current. The 
tide ebbed and flowed right here, as I know, 
and from general information I learned that 
it flowed up to the mouth of tho Feather 
river, twenty miles above here. 
Iu the 
mouth of the American river it rose nod fell 
from twenty incites to two feet. Wheu I 
ran a steamer np the American, another 
steamer also ran up there. That was iu high 
water. It was a winter town. With the fall 
of the water, the merchants returned to Sac­ 
ramento, and there was no Hoboken left. 
At this point the Court adjourned until 
9:30 A. M. to-day.

From insect Pests, namely, insects injurious to fruit 
and fruit trees, authorized and approved by the 
Board of State Viticultura! Commissioners of Cali­ 
fornia. 
In pursuance of 
au Act entitled “An 
Act 
to 
define 
and 
enlarge 
the duties and 
powers of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioner, and to authorize the appointment of cer­ 
tain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” approved March 4, 18*1, 
the Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Offi­ 
cer may appoint local resident Inspectors in any and 
all of the f.uit-growing regions of the State, whose 
duties shall be as provided in Section 4 of an Act 
entitled “An Act to define and enlarge the duties 
and powers of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioners, and to authorize the appointment of 
certain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture aud Viticulture,” provided that there shall 
be no compensation for such services of inspection 
excepting a fee, not to exceed one dollar for each 
certificate of disinfection, in case of compliance with 
quarantine regulations, and not to exceed five dol­ 
lars for each certificate of dirinfection, after seizure 
for non-compliance; provided, however, suck in­ 
spection may be employed at the option of tiie own­ 
ers of proi>crty requiring disinfection, to disinfect 
the same.

7. Transportable material cf any kind, infested by

The Gnftcan T rial. 
W asHISGTOS, November 15th. The press­ 
ure'to obtain admission to the Court-room 
this morninB was notably greater than yes­ 
terday. After the ushers had exercised the 
rb b t of selection, and admitted two or three 
seore of well-drersed, respectable-looking peo­ 
ple iadnding a Penney] vaniamember of Con- 
greé?, accompanied hy ladies, the doors were 
thrown open and there was a sudden and im­ 
petuous influx of 
representatives of 
the 
rougher element of society. 
The five jurors sworn yesterday were early 
in attendance. 
The Court was formally opened a few min­ 
utes after 10 o’clock, and immediately after­ 
wards counsel in the case and the brother 
and Bister of the prisoner entered. 
After the lapse of a few minutes Guiteau 
was hurried into the Court-room in the cus­ 
tody of half a dozen policemen and a Doputy 
Marshal. His handcuffs were removed and 
he Bhook hands with his sister and brother, 
end took the seat reserved for him between 
them and his conn sel. 
fjcoville then s ibmitted a i affidavit, and 
made application for an order fur an addi­ 
tional number of witnesses, which order was 
made by the Court. 
The additional panel of seventy-five, sum­ 
moned last evening, was then called, most of 
the persons responding when called. 
Guiteau manifested less nervousness and 
excitement than yesterday, although in his 
whispered conversation with his brother he 
was quite demonstrative and earcest in his 
mannner. 
A colored barber named Howard was the 
first juror called. 
His answers showed him 
to be not disqualified from Bervice, but the de­ 
fense challenged him peremptorily, being the 
fourtf §oerem ptory challenge. 
The next was a man named Lynch, who 
had a decided opinion that Guiteau ought to 
be hanged or burned. He was of course ex­ 
cused, a3 was also the next, named Bailey, 
who declared his belief that Guiteau was 
crazy. 
The next was a colored man. remarkable 
for a frilled Bhirt front and a dramatic post­ 
ure and manner, who related the history of 
his past life, and then was peremptorily chal- 
lengea by the defense. 
In fact, it is understood that Gniteu is re­ 
solved not to have a colored man on the jury. 
The next was an Irishman named Michael 
Sheehan, with a very pronounced brogue, who 
had no opiuion on the subject of Guiteau’s 
crime, except that he thonght the man out of 
his bead. He was sworn in as tho sixth juror. 
William Talbott, an iron-worker, having 
answered all questions to the satisfaction of 
the defense, saying he had never bothered his 
head cn tho question of Guiteau’s guilt, was 
challenged peremptorily by the prosecution. 
Several others in snccesaioa were excused 
on their statements that they had firm and 
decided opinions. One believed that Gniteau 
ought to be hanged, and another would re­ 
quire convincing medical testimony to change 
his opinion. 
A long-faced young colored man named 
Foster declared that he was perfeotly free 
from any prejudices in the matter, but he had 
mentioned the murder of Garfield to several 
parties as quite a Berious accident. He was 
challengecLpereinptorily by the defense. 
Samuel F. Hobbs, a native cf Maryland, a 
plasterer by occupation, was sworn as the 
seventh juror. 
G. W. Gates, a young machinist, a native 
of Washington, was sworn as the eighth 
juror. 
After that, for about an hour, every man 
called confessed that he had formed a firm 
or decided or unalterable opinion on the 
question of the prisoner's guilt, and was ex­ 
cused. 
There was one exception in the person of a 
colored man named Ralph Wormeley, a plas­ 
terer by occupation, who thought he could 
render a fair verdict, and said he had not read 
more about the case than he did in ordinary 
cases of that kind. He did not believe every­ 
thing he read in the newspapers, bee iuse they 
had published things about himself that were 
Bot true. He could not Bay whether the 
President was shot by the prisoner until La 
would hear the testimony. Of course if an in­ 
sane man did the Bhooting, he would be as 
guilty as anybody elsa. The crazy part of 
the business was something else. No sensible 
m ss could have done such a thing. 
After consultation between counsel, the 
prisoner and his brother, Scoville said the de­ 
fense would accept the juror, and so Worms- 
ley was sworn as the ninth juror. 
The list of seventy-fivo talesmen having 
been exhausted, the Marshal was ordered to 
summon another list of seventy-five for to­ 
morrow, and theJCeurt adjmrned.

Ericsson's Xetv Torpedo Bout.’ 
New Y ork, November 15th.—The Tunes 
prints an account of the trial yesterday, in 
the preseuce of General Grant, Secretary 
Hunt, Chief of Eogicocrs Loring Henderson, 
United States Navy, and a dozen other dis­ 
tinguished offi ;ers and public men, of Erics­ 
son’s new torpedo boat, the Destroyer.

Yesterday’s experiment was 
pronounced a succees by all who witnessed it. 
It was the 52J time the gua has fired the pro­ 
jectile, and at no time siace the boat h. b 
been put in working order has it failed with 
the same charge to throw a dummy torpedo 
400 feet in three seconds or less. _ The 
French 
officers 
were 
especially 
inter­ 
ested 
in 
the 
experiment, and 
though 
they at first pronounced it an impossibility 
to operate a gun constructed on such princi­ 
ples and with a submerged muzzle, success­ 
fully, they were obliged to acknowledge that 
the thoory had proved oorrect, and astonish­ 
ment was depicted in every line of their 
countenances when they saw the projectile 
rise to the eurfaco beyond the target after 
having traversed the distance from tho nmz- 
z'e of the gun and through the netting with­ 
out making even the faintest ripple on the 
surface 
Said a naval officer at the conclu­ 
sion of the experiment, ‘‘Give New York 
harbor a dozen euch vessels, which could be 
built at tho cost of the Inflexible or Duilo, 
end we could successfully defy the combinod 
navies of the world.
